The chief for the Michigan 
Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) approved an 
agreement for the sale of land for 
a huge theme park planned south 
of Grayling, contingent on criti- 
cal deadlines set by state offi- 
cials being met. 

DNR Director Rebecca 
Humphries approved a memo- 
randum, which established the 
sale requirements for 1,800 acres 
of state land, located east of I-75 
and north of Four Mile Road, at 
the Natural Resources 
Commission's (NRC) meeting 
held on Thursday, Aug. 14, in 


Lansing. 
Patrick Crosson, a project 
manager for Axiom 


Entertainment, has proposed to 
build the Mainstreet America 
Inc. theme park on the property. 
Developers are proposing that 
the park would include roller 
coasters, a race track, a water 
park, the

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The sale of the land was 
approved providing that Crosson 
can demonstrate that he has $168 
million, for the entire theme park 
and related developments and 
amenities, within six months. 
The Michigan Economic 
Development Corporation and 
an independent third-party will 
verify the financing. If financing 
is not obtained by Feb, 5, 2009, 
the theme park project will be 
denied and the project will be 
considered terminated. 

The sale is also contingent 
upon deeds for all phases of the 
property being in place and the 
purchase amount for the land 
being held in escrow released in 
accordance with a four-phase 
development plan with the state. 

The DNR gave Crosson until 
Nov. 16, 2009, to secure all state, 
federal and environmental per- 
mits for the project. Construction 
cannot start until all permits are 
obtained. 

An initial 640 acres, which 
represents the main portion of 
the theme park, would be sold by 
the state first. Developers would 
have until Nov. 16, 2010, to have 
the majority of construction for 
the main theme park infrastruc- 
ture and amenities completed.

City changes scheduling to 
accommodate winter burials

Grayling City officials are 
going to change their practice 
regarding winter burials in an 
attempt to decrease the emotion- 
al toll on families who have lost 
loved ones. 

Terrie L. Lockwood, the 
funeral director and co-owner of 
Sorenson-Lockwood Funeral 
Home Inc., requested that the 
city look into offering winter 
burials at the Elmwood 
Cemetery. The change was 
sought since the bodies of loved 
ones have to be stored in the 
cemetery's mausoleum while 
city employees are not digging 
grave sites for burials in the win- 
ter months. 

For the last winter season, 
Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer said 29 bodies were 
stored in the Elmwood 
Cemetery’s mausoleum awaiting 
burial. That is about double the 
average over the last seven years, 
when 16 bodies were kept in the 
mausoleum waiting for a break 
in the weather. 

The funeral home assumes lia- 


bility for the bodies which are 
kept in the mausoleum, Thayer 
said, 

Lockwood said she was seek- 
ing to have the winter burials 
because it tugs on the heart- 
strings of families having to 
wait for a burial, 

“It’s too emotional to have to 
go through it twice,” she said. 
“They have the funeral and then 
anywhere from three to five 
months later, they have to go 
through it again for the burial.” 

Lockwood said she contacted 
officials in Mio, Fairview, 
Roscommon and Houghton 
Lake, where they do winter buri- 
als. She said that she also sur- 
veyed families, who have had 
funeral services during the past 
winter season, and a majority 
indicated that they would pay the 
extra expenses for a winter bur- 
ial, 

“T felt that it was important to 
stand up on behalf of the families 
that we serve,” Lockwood said. 

In the past, the city has sus- 
pended digging graves on Nov. 
1, and did not pick up the prac- 
tice again until near the end of 
April, 

Thayer said the city would 
continue to dig graves up until 
mid-December, until 
Department of Public Works 


’ (DPW) can’t do it anymore, and 


start digging graves again early 
in April. Accommodations will 
be made for winter burials in rare 
occasions, Thayer said. 

Thayer said it would cost the 
city about $20,000 to purchase 
the necessary snow removal 
equipment to conduct winter 
burials, including a $6,000 piece 
of equipment used to remove the 
frost from the ground for dig- 
ging. City DPW workers would 
also have to be pulled away from 
removing snow from city streets 
and sidewalks to dig the graves. 

Thayer added that the 
increased time to dig the graves 
would delay a family’s funeral 
services by two to three days. 

Thayer said the city would try 


. the new. winter burial schedule | 
for a year, then determine if any 


changes need to be made. 

Jn addition, a security camera 
and alarm will be placed in the 
cemetery mausoleum, and the 
structure will also be fortified to 
prevent tampering with the 
building and the bodies kept in 
the mausoleum. 

“We will do what we can to 
minimize the liability and risk 
there,” Thayer said.

Easement sought in city 
park for gas line relocation

The Grayling City Council is 
moving forward with a legal 
agreement to allow an energy 
firm to relocate gas lines in con- 
nection with the I-75 Business 
Loop reconstruction project. 
MichCon currently has two 
gas lines that are suspended from 
the AuSable River. Bridge on the 


[1-75 Business Loop. One low 


pressure gas line is used to serv- 
ice local customers, and the other 
high pressure gas line is used to 
ship gas from one place to anoth- 
er. 

As part of utility upgrades for 
the project, MichCon, which is 
owned by the DTE Energy 
Company, is seeking an ease- 
ment to relocate the gas lines 


/ under the AuSable River City 
. Park, 


The gas lines, when relocated, 


. will begin at an electrical substa- 


' tion that the energy company has 
: located behind the American 


Legion Lounge and Lanes, The 


o* +e 


lines would then be directionally 
drilled under the AuSable River 
through the city park property 
out to the I-75 Business Loop. 

Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer said that the city would 
have to agree not to dig or con- 
struct anything in the area of the 
park where the gas lines are 
located. 


“T don’t anticipate that we will’ 


be doing anything in that area of 
the park, and it should be some- 
thing that will be fairly mainte- 
nance free once they are in the 
ground,” Thayer said. 

MichCon officials said there 
are no safety issues with the 
location of the current gas lines 
and there shouldn’t be any prob- 
lems when the lines are relocat- 
ed, 

“Tt really doesn't have anything 
to do with safety - it’s just part of 
the overall road improvement 
project,” said Scott Simons, a 
spokesperson for DTE Energy. 

Thayer said that he had 
MichCon hold off on surveying 
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the park for the easement until 
after the AuSable River Festival. 

Work to move the gas lines 
will begin in October and will 
take about three weeks to com- 
plete. 

“They want to get in, get this 
done and get out, because there ts 
no way they can do this when 
reconstruction of the Business 
Loop begins,” Thayer said. 

A formal easement agreement 
will be sent to the city council for 
its approval at an upcoming 
meeting.

On June 25, my wife and I 
went to the Lake Margrethe 
campground, We registered in 
site 21 at 8 p.m., and my daugh- 
ter, her husband and my grand- 
kids registered in site 20. 
Friends of ours had been camp- 
ing themselves for several days 
and were registered in site 22, 
They stopped over on_ several 
occasions, but were doing their 
“own camping at their site. None 
of us were ever greeted by the 
camp host. 


On June 26, my family was at 


my daughter’s camp site eating 
supper. There were three vehi- 
cles parked at the site. The 
camp host walked into my 
daughter’s campsite and stated 
rudely, “ We have rules and you 
cannot have three vehicles at a 
site.” My brother-in-law said 
that he had just brought out sup- 


_ per for everyone. The camp host 


said that she didn’t care, rules 
are rules, 

My brother-in-law stopped 
eating and got in his truck and 
left. The camp host also left. 

The next day, June 27, I talked 


to my brother-in-law. He told. 


me that he called Mark Lutz and 
was told to call Susan Thiel, 
which he did. He was told that 
She would talk to the camp host. 
Both Mark and Susan were very 
nice about what happened. 
Then, on June 29 at 11 a.m., 
DNR officer Lutz pulled in front 
of campsite 20, got out of his 
truck and pulled the registration 
tags for campsites 20,21 and 22. 
When he returned to campsite 
20, his voice was loud and his 
face was red, He stated that we 
could not re-register until tomor- 
row and had to be out of the 
campground by 3 p.m. or we 
would be arrested for criminal 
trespassing. We were told he 
had four complaints about these 
three sites, swearing, lighting off 
fireworks and having loud music 
after 10 p.m. When asked who 
complained, he said he could not
